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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the Examiner still considers that the use of a 
multilayer bushing is an obvious matter of design choice as discussed in the previous Office Action. Furthermore, the Examiner considers 
that the patents to Farnam et al. (US 3,941,640), Tucker et al. (US 5,292,270), Li et al. (US 5,480,706), Rafferty et al. (US 5,656,376), 
Boss et al. (US 6,465,1 10) and Halter (US 4,045,057) are examples of references that teach the well known use of multilayer bushings (or 
vibration dampers), which have different layer's configurations dependign upon the constraints of a particular application or design. 
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
